whole oppoeitkm iota was onlv 2,060. 
In the Xlth New 1'ork District" Colonel 
Merriman received ts many votes, lacking 
1,000, as Captain Turner and hla nine 
Democratic colleagues altogether received 
in Georgia. And yet Captain Turner to- 
day deplored the limitations upon the 
elective franchise It Rhode Uland. • 


It Is not too nmc-i to say that the "evi-
